RULE—Square Method. Multiply the distance in feet 
between the trees by the distance the plants are apart in the 
rows, and the product will be the number of square feet for each 
plant or hill, which, divided in to the number of feet in an acre 
(43,560) will give the number of plants or trees to the acre. 


All of our fruit trees are graded by caliper rather than by 
height. By doing this we are able to give our customers a more 
uniform grade of trees than by the old method of grading. 
Trees graded by caliper, when planted in orchard form and cut 
back, will be of uniform size and much more satisfactory to 
the planter. The following is the basis of sizes and caliper 
measurements for deciduous trees with the exception of Figs and 
Walnuts. 

6 to 8 grade trees to caliper not less than 34 inch. 
4 to 6 grade trees to caliper not less than 1 inch. 
3 to 4 grade trees to caliper not less than % inch. 
2 to 3 grade trees to caliper not less than 4 inch.
